The tobacco used contains 
only about one-fourth as much nicotine as is found in cigars. The less nicotine 
in the tobacco the less likelihood of ill effect upon the nervous system.” 


With such reassurance, the most fastidious smoker can surely rest 
content, and let nothing mar his enjoyment of the halcyon moment. Bliss- 
fully puffing the blue cloud-rings skyward, he thanks fate that he has 
struck the Golden Age of the Cigarette.
